PRO PO SITIO N NO. 2 4 


To the Vo ter® o f Orang e Co unty :* 


* An act was ado pted by the leg islature at its 
last sessio n and appro v ed by the Go v erno r, to 
pro tect the public by reg ulating the practice 
o f law. 
This law no w co mes befo re the v o t­ 
er by referendum, Inv o ked by certain trust 
co mpanies which are pro fiting by the co ntin­ 
uatio n o f present abuses. 
This pro po sitio n 
will be submitted to y o u fo r y o ur v o te there­ 
o n, o n No v ember 7 th, under Pro po sitio n No . 
2 4 , o n the ballo t. 


This law is necessary to pro tect the public 
ag ainst the practice o f law by two classes o f 
unautho rized perso ns: 
First—-lawy ers, dis­ 
barred by the co urts as unwo rthy o f co nfi­ 
dence, who under the g uise o f o ffice practice 
impo se upo n the public; 
seco nd——certain 
trust co mpanies eng ag ed in the practice o f 
law fo r the purpo se o f securing co ntro l o f 
larg e estates fo r their o wn pro fit by writing 
wills, wherein they name themselv es ex ecuto rs 
and trustees. 


Fo rm WILLS, prepared and used by these 
trust co mpanies sho w the character o f this 
abuse. 
These wills tie up the estate in the 
hands o f the trust co mpany fo r a lo ng perio d 
o f time; it permits the trust co mpany to ex ­ 
chang e securities o wned by it which may be 
o f do ubtful v alue fo r so und securities accu­ 
mulated by the deceased. 
In this and o th­ 
er way s it attempts to nullify pro v isio ns o f 
the law, made fo r the pro tectio n o f wido ws 
and o rphans. 
To do ubly secure the trust 
co mpany ’s g rasp o n the estate, the wills fur­ 
ther pro v ide that any heir who co ntests the 
will o r the trust shall fo rfeit his interest in 
the estate. 
It attempts to cut o ff the wido w 
with o ne do llar if she dares to claim her share 
o f the co mmunity pro perty . 
The testato r is 
thus induced to depriv e his heirs o f o rdinary 
safeg uards which the law pro v ides ag ainst 
the unfairness and g reed o f the trustee, and 
the wido w and children are made dependents 
o f the trust co mpany . 


The trust o fficer who adv ises custo mers to 
sig n such wills o bv io usly is pro mo ting the in­ 
terests o f the co rpo ratio n which hires and 
pay s him, and is no t safeg uarding the maker 
o f the will. 
Fo r no man can serv e two mas­ 
ters. 


The act ex pressly reco g nizes the rig ht o f 
any perso n to prepare o rdinary business 
ag reements and co nv ey ances and g iv e adv ice 
incidental thereto 
Any perso n may draw a 
deed, lease, no te, co ntract o r any o ther kind 
o f business instrument fo r himself o r his 
neig hbo r. 
No bank o r trust co mpany is ad­ 
v ersely affected in the transactio n o f its au­ 
tho rized and leg itimate business. 


The act do es no t prev ent real estate ag ents, 
bankers, no taries public o r o ther perso ns 
fro m 
drawing 
deeds, 
mo rtg ag es, 
o ptio ns, 
leases, no tes, escro ws o r any o rdinary busi­ 
ness instruments. 
Statements to the co n­ 
trary are false and misleading , as any per­ 
so n can see by reading the act. 


The act do es pro hibit disbarred atto r­ 
ney s, trust co mpanies and o ther unautho rized 
perso ns fro m impo sing upo n the public by 
carry ing o n the practice o f law as a business. 


Similar laws in fo rce in twenty -fo ur states, 
including New Yo rk, Massachusetts, Illino is, 
Io wa and Misso uri, hav e met with public ap­ 
pro v al.

I fav or the passage of the Water 
and Power Amendment. 
I hav e followed the discu ssion In 
the 
press 
with 
mu ch 
interest. 
There are apparently two classes of 
objectors. First, those who are op­ 
posed on principle to mu nicipal 
¡ownership of pu blic u tilities, and, 
¡secondly, those who are relu ctant 
to entru st the operation of u tilities 
¡to a commission appointed by the 
Gov ernor. 
Then again,' there are 
¡those who believ e that the passage 
j of the measu re will impair the 
¡v alu e of existing secu rities. 
I am now, and always hav e been, 


j in fav or of the pu blic ownership of 
¡su ch u tilities. I do not see why 
¡ev ery gov ernmental agency is not 
¡equ ally 
exposed 
to 
the 
same 
¡thou ghtless criticism of inefficiency 
j and dishonesty 
in pu blic office, 
j which, if it had any force and pre- 
j v ailed, wou ld leav e u s withou t any 
j gov ernment at all. 
I do not see that inv estors in the 
secu rities of existing priv ate com­ 
panies need to fear any loss, pro­ 
v ided the companies are well man­ 
aged. Indeed, it is one of the con­ 
tentions of the opponents of the 
proposed law that priv ate operation 
always Is more economical and 
efficient. 
The priv ate corporations deserv e 
praise 
for hav ing dev eloped the 
state’s natu ral resou rces at a time 
when the state was not prepared to 
act, ev en thou gh their nrinripsi in­ 
centiv e was the prospect of profit, 


which was su bsequ ently realized. 
There Is no present pu rpose to ac­ 
qu ire or directly distu rb them. Bu t 
California has now attained her fu ll 
statu re, and, following her highest 
interests and gu ided by the example 
set by nearly ev ery enlightened 
cou ntry, seeks to own and control 
her own natu ral resou rces. So u ni­ 
v ersal is the u se of water and 
electricity, that to promote priv ate 
control wou ld confer, in effect, the 
powers of taxation—a gov ernmental 
fu nction—ron priv ate persons, which 
is inimical to the common weal and 
always frau ght with danger. 
Su perv isory control of rates by 
the state is u nsatisfactory and in­ 
du ces 
corru ption, 
the 
greatest 
enemy of democracy. When great 
corporations hav e to go to a state 
commission for the fixing of rates, 
there is always the possibility of 
the u se of corru pt influ ence, and 
¡the state shou ld not needlessly ex- 
ipose its serv ants to temptations of 
¡that kind. 
Under the direct and 
j responsible administration of the 
state’s own resou rces, there is no 
¡reason for corru ption. The pu blic 
J body u nder this law will not be ex- 
! posed nor hampered In giv ing the 
j people the benefits of good serv ice 
¡and low rates. 
State su ccess will 
jeact ln a wholesome way on pri­ 
v ate companies. With low rates all 
arou nd, new v alu es will be created, 
bu rdens 
lifted 
and 
prosperity 
fostered. 
So far as I see, the Act is well 
drawn. It may be amended at any 
time. Existing enterprises will con­ 
tinu e to fu nction, No priv ate prop­ 
erty can be taken u nder ou r con­ 
stitu tion 'withou t ju st compensa­ 
tion. 
It Is well known that the exist 
ing companies do not begin to meet 
the demands of the state for water 
for domestic pu rposes and irriga­ 
tion or hydro-electric power. There 
fore, the new-law will prov ide for 
su pplemental serv ice that is need­ 
ed, bu t on a rate basis of fiv e per 
cent of the cost, instead of nine 
per cent now allowed, withou t any 


draft, u ltimately, on the taxpayer 
The au thorized bond Issu e will pay 
for the 
approv ed constru ction of 
a u tility, which shall be retu rned 
by the political su bdiv ision u sing it, 
ov er a period of years, from the 
proceeds of the rates. 
To su m u p—To my mind, there 
is no qu estion as to the right and 
du ty of the state, as su ch, to own 
and control its natu ral resou rces; 
otherwise, combinations of priv ate 
monopolies wou ld exercise an in­ 
tolerable power. From my wide ex­ 
perience, I 
believ e that pu blic 
bodies, gu ided and ¿restrained by 
pu blic 
opinion, 
render, 
on the 
whole, 
satisfactory serv ice, and 
show weakness only when exposed. 
to great temptations, which this 
Act, in principle, eliminates. 
For 
these reasons, I am of the opinion 
that ev ery citizen, div esting him-! 
self of preju dice and seeking only 
the u ltimate good of the stata, i 
shou ld cast his v ote iji fav or of the 
amendment.

“He was 
teaching; 
and there 
were Pharisees and doctors of the 
law sitting bv, who were come out 
of every 
village of 
Galilee 
and 
Judea and Jerusalem.”—v. 17. The 
man who is say ing or doing 
ex ^ 
traordinary *things will not want 
for an audience. People will gather' 
about him, even though It be a 
long and difficult journey to the 
place of his abode. And almost as 
many motives will prompt 
their 
coming as there are persons pres­ 
ent. But a “crowd” should never 
be taken as indubitable evidence of 
a man’s popularity . It may be the 
opposite. There are preachers who 
flatter themselves that, because of 
various 
sensational 
and 
other 
equally questionable methods em­ 
ploy ed they “get the crowd,” they 
are being held in high esteem. 
A 
“human-spider,” crawling up 
the 
side of a ten-story building, will 
not lack for a crowd to witness his 
dare-devil ex ploit. 
But it is the 
morbid curiosity of the crowd and 
not his popularity that is the se­ 
cret of their presence. They think 
“the fool may fall and kill him­ 
self,” and they want to see him 
if he does. The preacher may hy p­ 
notize “a perfect mob of people” 
come to witness his pulpit py ro­ 
technics. 
If he knew what 
nine- 
teriths of the thoughtful men and 
women in the community —both in 
the church 
and out of 
it—were 
say ing about 
his “egotism 
and 
freakishness” he would 
be disil­ 
lusioned. A crowd is at best 
no 
more than an opportunity for the 
man who said or did the ex traor­ 
dinary things that attracted 
the 
people to him to do them good. 
From no selfish motive whatever 
Jesus said 
and did 
things 
that 
were strikingly out of the ordin­ 
ary , and as a result the people 
j came to him 
in great numbers. 
I Some, like the Pharisees and doc 
tors of 
the 
law, came 
to 
find 
fault; others came out of the mer­ 
est curiosity ; and a great 
many 
had scarcely any motive at all. The 
crowd was going in that direction 
and they went along. And there 
were many 
others who 
sought 
Jesus for the lesser benefit 
they 
might receive. He said they came 
for "the loaves and fishes.” Proba­ 
bly a comparatively small number 
had an unselfish purpose in coming 
to Jesus. 
All of these classes ol 
persons, but 
undoubtedly with a 
larger proportion of the unselfish 
may be found in every religious 
assembly today . Jesus was not re­ 
sponsible for the various motives 
that brought the people to him. 
He was not “fishing for popular­ 
ity .' If what he said and did were

joy s of life, that in this area of 
the high cost of liv ing one cheeso

The bishop refuses to say what 
his cheese needs are, nor will he 
comment on his annual cheese ca­ 
pacity .

of 17 5 square miles, perched high 
in the Py renees mountains, is far 
more disturbed than they were 
during the World War.

Scientific education, practice 
and progress would be seriously handicapped by the 
passage of this act. Agricultural and health authori­ 
ties of the state are a unit in declaring the measure 
to be a menace. There are ample laws now in Cali­ 
fornia on which to found prosecutions for cruelty to 
animals, and the passage of this measure, while 
binding the hands of science, would reduce animal 
suffering negligibly and might increase human suf­ 
fering greatly . Vote No on No. 28 . 
No. 29 , entitled on the ballot "Land Franchise 
Tax ation,” is the single tax measure. 
Two y ears 
ago a similar proposal was defeated in this state by 
35 0,000 v otes. 
This measure is ev en more radical 
than the proposal that was defeated. 
The effect of 
the act will be to destroy the v alue of real estate. 
Vote No. 
The purpose back of No. 30, Franchises, is com­ 
mendable, but there are phases of the situation that 
makes the measure, in the opinion of The Register, 
doubtfui. 
The California Real Estate association 
adv anced the measure for the purpose of compelling 
street railway lines to ex tend their lines to serv e 
newly built up territory . 
In short, the plan is to put 
the street railway s under the control of the State 
railroad commission. 
This means that municipalities 
would lose control of the railway s. 
Franchises could 
be granted without a city 's consent, and the city 
would lose income now paid by railway companies 
as a city franchise tax , based on gross receipts. The 
Register believ es that local control of street railway s 
is adv isable, if for no other purpose than to maintain 
complete control of the streets. 
Vote No on No. 30. 


V O TE YES ON W RIG H T ACT 


An affirmativ e v ote for the Wright Act, appear­ 
ing as No. 2 on the ballot means among other things: 
1. That California v oters are as loy al to the Con­ 
stitution and the Eighteenth amendment as the legis­ 
lature which adopted this act. 
2. 
That California will maintain her patriotic po­ 
sition for law and order. 
3. 
That the good results which hav e come from 
partial enforcement of the prohibition law will be 
increased. 
4. 
That the policemen, constables and sheriffs 
already in office and paid by the California tax ­ 
pay ers, will be authorized to arrest bootleggers, rum­ 
runners and other illicit liquor dealers. 
5 . That no ex tra ex pense will be incurred by the 
adoption of the Wright act, but that the ex isting 
peace officers will be utilized for the enforcement 
of the law without additional salary or costs. 
6 . 
That all fines collected in the prosecution of 
the enforcement act will be paid to the counties in­ 
stead of to the federal gov ernment, thus giv ing an 
added source of rev enue for the pay ment of county 
ex penses.

GAS ENGINES FO R SHIPS 


For a dozen y ears internal combustion engines of 
the Diesel ty ne hav e been tested in small sea-going 
craft and hav e been watched with interest. 
Marine 
engineers hav e commented fav orably upon their ad­ 
v antages and their progressiv e dev elopment, but the 
belief has been general that the geared steam turbine 
was the last word in propulsion at sea. 
Now word comes from London that one of the 
greatest of Glasgow shipy ards has just contracted 
to build, for the Union Steamship Line of New Zea­ 
land, a 6 00-foot, eighteen-knot liner which is to be 
propelled by internal combustion engines. 
At last, 
it is reported, men hav e learned to construct engines 
of this ty pe which can be depended on to produce as 
much power as the geared turbine. Say s the London 
dispatch: 
"If the Union Steamship Company ’s v essel prov es 
a success on the run between New Zealand and 
Vancouv er, there can be no reason of an engineering 
character for the use of the steam engines on any 
steamship lines. 
There may be economic reasons, 
associated with the cost of fuel and the conv enience 
of fueling stations, but that is another matter. 
The 
first-class, motor-propelled Atlantic liner is well with­ 
in sight.” 
The steam engine has ruled the sea now for near 
a century , less because it was cheap than because it 
was dependable. 
If the ship-builders in the Cly de 
can succeed in propelling big, fast ships with Diesel 
engines which are not only dependable but supremely 
economical in operation, here is big news indeed.

foster a spirit of friendliness and concern among th e 
sister nations south of th e United States.

Dr. Pery l Magill Urges No. 20 Be Passed So 
Osteopaths May Be Free From Medical Board 


Editor Register: Th e Osteopath ic 
profession accepted (h e educational 
standards of th e present Medical 
Practice Act before It became a 
law of th e state. 
We h ave alway s 
m et th e educational req uirem ents 
and h ave never asked to h ave th em 
lowered. 
We do not 
w ant 
th em 
lowered and th e Osteopath ic Act 
No. 20 h as no reference to stand­ 
ards of education and cannot pos­ 
sibly lower th em. 
It simply estab­ 
lish es a Board of Osteopath ic Ex ­ 
am iners to adm inister th e. present 
“Medical Practice Act" to Osteo­ 
path s only . And is proposed solely 
as a m eans of 
relief 
from 
th e 
abuse of power ex ercised by th e 
Board of Medical Ex aminers. 
Th e present Ph y sicians’ and Sur­ 
geons’ law is all righ t. 
Its admin­ 
istration is all wrong. 
Th e law is 
non-partisan. 
Its adm inistration is 
deadly partisan. 
$ 
Our act, if passed, will not ch ange 
th e present h igh standard of Osteo­ 
path ic education, neith er will 
it 
ch ange th e h ealth laws of th e state. 
All ph y sicians of all sch ools are un­ 
der jurisdiction of th e Board 
of 
H ealth and m ust conform to its 
ruling. 
Th e Board of H ealth m ust 
not be confounded with th e Board 
of Medical Ex am iners. 
Th e Medi­ 
cal Board perform s no public h ealth 
function w h atever and h as noth ing 
to do with enforcing th e h ealth laws 
of th e state. 
Its sole function is I 
to license and revoke licenses to 
practice. 
Our act in no way ch anges th e 
power of th e Board of Health , or of 
th e state and federal n arcotic' en­ 
forcem ent boards, or of any oth er 
board, ex cept th at it rem oves osteo­ 
path s from th e power of medical 
doctors and puts th em under juris­ 
diction of com petent osteopath s. 
Medical colleges and graduates are 
left as now, under th e jurisdiction 
of medical doctors.

“Th at at th e tim e of such refusal 
of said board to approve suck col­ 
lege as h ereinabove alleged, 
s a id 
c olle ge wa s in a ll re s pe c ts m a inta in­ 
ing a high s ta nda rd of Ins truc tion 
to its students in all of th e courses 
of study and branch es of knowl­ 


edge h ereinbefore mentioned and 
set forth and th en h ad and still 
h as 
more 
m aterial 
resources, a 
larger and m ore efllcient teach ing 
force, an 
increased 
eq uipment, a 
larger library and much improved 
clinical facilities over w h at said 
college h ad and m aintained during 
th e time of its approval by said 
board as an institution q ualify ing 
Its graduates for ex amination for 
ph y sician and surgeon certificates." 
So after w aiting over a y ear and 
a h alf for relief th rough th e courts 
our students w ere again “allowed” 
to take th e ph y iaicians’ and sur­ 
geons’ ex aminations.
